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Dear Sir: 

The Examiner is requested to make of record the attached 
declaration under 37 CFR 1.132. 

On pages 6 - 8 of the amendment filed on November 1, 2004, 
it was explained that in accordance with Japanese patent 
practice, the claims and specification of JP 2001-205476 disclose 
an alloy containing at most one element in addition to Sn and Ag. 
Namely, that reference only permits the presence of at most one 
of Au, Cr, Co, etc. as an alloying element and does not 
contemplate the presence of more than one of these alloying 
elements . 

The attached declaration under 37 CFR 1.132 is presented in 
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support of the statements on pages 6 - 8 of the amendment. The 
declaration was prepared by Mr. Shoichi Hirose, a Japanese patent 
attorney with extensive experience in Japanese patent law, 
particularly as it pertains to metallurgy. The declaration 
supports those statements made in the amendment concerning the 
scope of the disclosure of JP 2001-205476 and shows that JP 2001- 
205476 does not disclose an alloy containing both Cu and Co. 

Entry of the attached declaration and consideration thereof 
by the Examiner are respectfully requested.
